NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


In a letter to last week's Spectator the Rev. S. Singer repudiated the errors 
and calumnies of the writer on * Jewish Superstition” in that journal. Le takes 
the line that while the said superstitions may exist among uneducated Jews they 
form no part of Judaism. Such a line should be carried further within the com 
munity. IJ: is not alone sufficient to repudiate the saperstitions, they should be 
eradicated from our midst by missionary efforts among those Jews who are allowed 
to hold them at present without reproof by those having authority among us. 
Unconsciously the writer of the articles is doing good in directing attention to 
the quarters where such reproof is desirable. It is for this that we commend the 
action, while we admire the courage, of Mr. Stuart Samuel, who in our last issue 
expressed a candid opinion onthe subject. It is not enough to say that superstitious 
practices are like motes in the sumbeams of Judaism. They should no longer 
be permitted to obscure the day-light. And he is doing good work who directs 
the rays of truth across som? pecuiiarly murky corners. 


It is a source of much satisfaction to learn that the exhibits of the Jewish 
apprentices at the forthcoming Apprentices’ Exhibition at the People’s Palace 
will be a very creditable display. Tne idea of the Exhibition was originally 
suggested by the Industrial Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians, 


and the value of that Committee is best testified by the following extract from 
a Leader in the Zimes of Monday : 


It is by no means manifest that it is the apprenticeship system 
so much as the neglect of its laws, which is to blame for the  dege- 
neration of indentures into a mockery, and for the discreditable waste of 
funds allotted to its maintenance. An exception, for instance, which is very suggestive, 
has been noted to the official censure passed upon apprenticeship charities. The 
Jewish Industrial Society, which has been especially earnest in moving the Beaumont 
Trustees to undertake the forthcoming exhibition, has always been accustomed to 
bind boys of Jewish race apprentices. In the recent inquiry into City charities the 
consequences in that one case are allowed to have been and to be remarkably satis- 


factory. The reason is that the Jewish Society has never ceased to observe the » 


indispensable conditions. It has studied the intention of the system in its prime, 
and taken count of the changes of circumstances. An apprentice, in the original 
idea, became a member of his master’s family, and was treated with a sense of pater- 
nal obligation. A master was ashamed to pass into the trade of the town youths 
ignorant of their business. If they had no native faculty for the handicraft, they 
were tolerably sure to have acquired it before they had served their indentures. The 
stress of special trade opinion is no longer strong, and the same confidence cannot be 
felt in a disposition among the masters to give spontaneously to an apprentice edu- 
cational value for his service. The tendency among employers to indifference, 
which arises from various causes, cannot be prevented ; it may be combated, and the 


Jewish Society combats it successfully. When the Society binds a boy apprentice, it 


itself bestows the supervision which might be otherwise defective. He goes at first 
upon probation, that it may be ascertained whether he, his master, and the trade be 
likely to suit one another. At the end of this term of probation the Society persists 
in its watch, and an Assistant Charity Commissoner. has pronounced the effect

Our correspondent in St. Petersburg points out once again the injustice 
which in high quarters is meted fout to the Jews. In the present case he 
refers not so much to the cruel legislation of ‘which they are the victims, as to 
the refusal of the authorities to allow a voice to be raised in their favour. Jew- 
hating journals might rave their loudest ; they might hurl their fiercest denun- 
ciations against the unoffending Jew, yet no limit was put upon their fulmira- 


_ tions by the Censorship of the press, But it was altogether a different thing when 


the other side of the question was for once in the way presented tothe reading 


public. The newspapers which are not opposed to the Jews have as a rule con- 


sidered that they have done their duty by mairtaining an attitude of reserve on 
the question ;. but this policy has been broken through by the Liverat Nevosti, 
which in a series of spirited articles has valiantly championed the cause of the 
Jews. Such outspoken language ie by no means to the taste of the Government 
and has led to the Minister of Finance bringing pressure to bear on the Censor, who 
has put a stop to the articles in the Nowosti. Impartial-inind.d persons in Rassia 
who have read this apologia will form a very natural conclusion from the 


unwillingness of their Government to allow the base treatment of the Jewa to

be exposed to the light. It is, as our correspondent remarks, that the arguments 
in favour of the emancipation of the Jews are totally unanswerable. 


There are in Moscow numerous monuments of antiquity, which, by their 
splendour, attract the attention of the visitor. But among its buildings there is 
one which has fulfilled a strange function. This is the Glechowsky Hotel, 
situated in the old Ghetto, The house was presented to the town for tho 
purposes of a hospital by a certain Glechowsky. Bat, meanwhile, the Emperor 
Nicholas granted to the Jews of the First Guild tho right of treacing the soil 
of the holy city, and the intended hospital was assigned as a special hostelry for 
Jews coming to Moscow. As soonas a Jew arrived at the city gates he was 
conducted to the hotel, where his papers and license asa merchant of the First 
Guild were demanded of hin. He was kept there for three days, and at the end 
of that period he was obliged to leave, even though it were in the dead of the 
night. At times the house was so overcrowded that it became a veritable © black 
hole.” 


In the ‘ Notes and Queries” of the last number of our Italian monthly 
contemporary, the Vessillo Israelitico, the question was raised whether there 
was any instance known of the entire services on the New Year or the Day of 
Atonement having been read by one man. There has been no time as yet for 
an answer to appear, but we can furnish our confrere with an instance. Such a 
feat was actually performed on the recent Yom Kippur at the Hague. The 
regular Reader of the Portuguese Synagogue was suddenly taken ill on the 
eve of the fast, and ata moments’ notice Heer Daniel Cardozo, of Amsterdam 
tock his place. Commencing with Kol. Nidré, this friend in need went tLfough 
theentire liturgy for the Day of Atonement, reading, besides, the Ashcaboth 
and the evening service at the close of the trying day. In simall congregations 
in England the entire serviceon Yom Kippur has occasionally been rendered by 
one reader.

SUPERSTITION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH UCARONICLE,” 

Sir,—I should like to have an opportunity to make some remarks on the attack 
made last week on certain Jewish observances and customs by two of your corres- 
pondents. One general statement as to the charge of superstition may not be out of 
place. All ancient customs incur the danger, that the original cause of their insti- 
tution may be forgotten, and that a trivial or absolutely mischievous motive may be 
assigned to them by the ignorant. The only fair course to be alopted by those who 
may wish tojustify such observances is to attempt to trace them to their original 
source, and to thus determine the function which they were intended to fulfil. 

Let us now pursue this method with rezard to the various customs conne:ted 
with the Shophar which are assailed, And first as to the fact that it i3 not blown 
on the eve of the New Year, Tte most probable reason for this cus‘om is tha 
which is given by the DIN", During the month of Ellul we have sounded the 
Shophar in crder to stir oar hearts to repentance, in preparation for the solemn 
days which are tocome. We have done so, from our own wish, and withoat being 
directed by any divine law. But our performance of the sime act on the New Year 
itself is governel by anotber motive. Wedo so, then, wih the primary object of 
carrying out the command cf God. To indicate this distinction, we refrain from 
blowing the Shophar on the eve of our Festival, 

mand mw YN PAS 3. Ido not however in the Icast shrink from 
the motive assigned by other authorities, who ground this custom on a desire to 
“confound the Satan.” This expression, which occurs in the Talmud in a some- 
what different connection with regari to the Shopbar, is well explained by the 
in a wanner which effectually answers the arguments of Mr.Stua t Samuel. The 
Satan is identified by our teaches with the tempter wko is within our own breast. 
It is this Yet-er Hora whom we wish to confourd and to humble by means of the 
sound which, as the prophes tells us, cannot be heard within the city without 
striking the people with trembling. If tvis explanatioa be correct, it appears tha 
we refrain from blowing the Shophar on the eve of the Nev Year, lest its effect 
stale through custom, and in order that it may strike us with fre h force, when we 
hear it on the morrow. The probable motive for covering tre Shophar while it is 
not being us2d isour wish to show respect t» th? instrument with which the racred 
function is performed, The same feeling prevails with regard to the Sepher Torah, 
and is very emphatically expresse? by the Talmud, Th? blicf that the Shopbar 
should be turned to the right, has probably a mystical origin. It may however be 
due to the habit of the p iests in the Temple, who always turned t») the right while 
p°rforming their duties within its walls. As to the sounding of the Shophar at 


ths end of the Day of At nement, several explanations have been assigned, but I. 


am bound to assert that the idea that we do so in order to prevent the devil “ from 


maki»g disagreeable representations,” is new to me. Neither doI believe that we’ 


do so in memory of the Jubilee Year, for the Shophar was then blown daring the 
day itself, and only once in fifty years. More probably we blow the Shophar in 
order to proclaim that the fast is atanend. In the poetical language of the Mid 
rash,at the end of Kippur a Bath Kol is heard exclaiming, ‘Go, eat thy bread 
with joy, and drink thy wine with a happy heart, for Gol has already ace>pted thy 
works.’’ I may add that a parallel custom prevailed in anc'ent times of ushering 
io the Sabbatn by three blasts of the Shopha’, in order to warn the people that tte 
time for work was over. 


With regard to the prayer said (or formerly said) daring the priestly bene lic- 


tion, I wish to make a few remarks, although the subject of dr. ams aad theic signi. | 


ficance is a wide one. It wou!d bea bold person who declared, in face of numerous 
narratives in the Bible and of remarkable facts resting oa striking evidence, that 
dreams were always idle fabrics of the imagination or of the digestion. I think we 
have no rizht to dogmatis2 on the matter, one way or the other. It must however 
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be understood that the prayer in question was never intended for universal use, but | 
only for those “ who had dreamt a dream aud who knew not what they hal seen,” 
i.e.,, to whom their dream was a source of irrepressivle anxiety. Id») not think 
that it is an unhealthy course for such persons to cast their burden upon the Lord. 
and to pray that, if their dreams forbode ill, He may turn the evil to lasting 
ood, 

: As to the word “TY found on the Mezuzah, at.d the letters of this name 
associated with the Tephillin and the knots with which it is tied, Mr. Samuel 
appears to have hit vpon a conception which is radically false. We inscribe on 
the Mezuzah the name of the Almighty in order to impress on our hearts, when- 
ever we enter or leave our houses, the universal pres2nce and power of God, who 
knows our secret thoughts, and who will guard us, if we trust in Him, from 
danger and sin. So also wecarry the initial letter Y cn cur heads, in order that 
wo may feel that He is with us wherever we may go, ‘so that all the peoples 
of the earth may see that we arecalled by the name of the Lord.” These observ-, 
ances, which go back to Mose: on Sinai, are free from any tincture of euporstition 
and are entirely in unison with the lofty teachings of Juda'sm. 

The letters 73 }3V93 WD, found on the Mezuzah, are not names of angels, but 
represent the Tetragrammaton and the name Elohim, the following letter being 
substituted in cach for that found in the original word. The supposed object in 
view is to guard against inserting the Mezuzah in its case upside down, The use 
of these words is, however, only a custom, avd one which perhaps lies under the 
suspicion of a dubious origiv. It is not urivertal; and might probably be well 
discontinued. 

The beating of the willows at the end of the Feast of Tabernacles is a token 
of joy, and is state] in the Talmud t» date from the time of the Prophets, The 
use of the willow is natural on a day when we are praying that the earth may be 
bles ed with a bountiful supply of raion. The ceremony has certainly no connection 
with beating off ring, and, nothwithstanding the [¥1‘1', has not nec saarily any 
mystical meaning, 

With regard to the wo:ds it is cufficient to say that they form part of 
the name of God of 72 letters, and are intended to imply that io all our times 
both of joy ani of sorrow the presence of God is with us. They are to te found 
in the Mivhna (Succah iv., 5), aud are ful'y explained by tle Tosafiste. They 
constitute an important linkin the chain of evidence, which proves the connection 
of Judaism with Kabbala from Biblical times onwarde. 

As to the Kaddish, the period of eleves months, duriug which it is said by 
mourners, seems to have referenee to the doctcina cited as to Gehenna, I agree 
with your correspondent * Inquirer’ in thinking it desirable to extend the period to 
a full year.

SIR, —Two very mischicvous articles have appeared within the last month, one 
in the Specta‘or anonymously, and the other in your last journal bearing the signa- 
ture of Mr, Stuart M. Samuel, a coreligionist. ‘The first has been ably refuted in the 
game journal by the Rev. 3. Singer, whose explanations are those which would be 
confirmed by all Britisn Jews, with but very few exceptions, as representing their 
own ideas on the various points so misrepresented. Really it is absurd of the Editor 
when acommon sense and rational view is given to impute that my learned 
friend derived uis explanations at second hand from German apologetie pamphlets. 
I hope that the attack and reply will be printed and cireulated in thousands both 
in London and the provinces tv show amongst other things that the blowing of the 
Shophar is not an irrational practice as stigmatized. Many of the points raised by 
Mr, Samuel are well answered by the Rev. Mr. Siuger. I have a Shophar in my 
house ; [ do not keep it in a cupboard, but in a drawer, and it is always wrapped up 
in a kind of bag really for the purpose of keeping out the dust. To avoid in future 
all such miserable insinuations as are made I would suggest that they should be 
kept in future in a cornet a piston case. 

I never heard in my life that it was either necessary to turn the Shophar to the 
right or left whilst blowing, in order to keep off the Devil. The man about whom 
the story is told objecting to be buried by the minister who blew it turned to the 
left must have been almost non compos; but after all the crotchets of one man out 
of seventy thousand are unworthy of quotation. The prayer for evil dreams is not 
to be found in the latest editions of De Sola’s Prayer Book for the use of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Jews. A Rabbi is not competent to introduce new forms and cere- 
monies which can be binding on any other congregation except his own, even if he 
should be supported by a Synod. In Germany each Chief Rabbi is infallible with his 
congregation ; hence the number of r tu.!s and customs in existence, and the eccen- 
tricities which many of them contain. Thus I hav: seen an Italian edition, printed 
35C. years ago, which contained on the 1 ippur day s service in the 133Y, twenty-six 


invocations to the tweity-six names of tic tiuccent angels, Many of the rituals — 


published during the present c ntury contain a form of prayer for a person who has 


had troubled dreams, and add that for three kinds of dreams, he may Jast on the 


Sabbath Day !! viz., if he sees the Sepher Torah burning ; if he hears the Nehila on 
Kippur; and if he sees his house or his teeth fall, when most likely all come from 
eating an indigestible supper, 

Then at the hoyse of mourners for the week I have heard (much to my disappro- 
bation) six portions of a psalm commencing by the initials jO2 Y7P (“ Karah 
Satan”) and which are found in Psalm cxix. alphabetically arranged in Hebrew. 
The same initials are found in the second verse of the prayer 133 738, and, accord- 
ing to tradition, both have the virtue of keeping off Satan or th

Sir,—Mr. Stuart M. Samuel is undoubtedly correct in believing that it is better 
to expose the many superstitions that disfigure much of our Synagogue and home 


_ worship than to deny their existence either to ourselves or to others. No religion 


can be more truly simple than Judaism, and no religion therefore should be less 
associated with superstition. It is necessary to bear in mind that there is a vast 
difference between the teachings of Judaism and the practices cf certain Jews. It 
is hardly possible to over-estimate the mischievous effects of many customs which 
are not only not condemned by our ecclesiastical authorities, but worse still, are 


lowed to be considered standards by which men are judged to be “froom” or | 


otherwise, In the synagogue where I worship there is to be witnessed once on 
every festival a scene that almost beggars description. Immediately after the 
prayer for the Royal family there is a rush to the door of two thirds of the 
congregation, Fathers are to be seen urging their sons and beckoning their 
daughters, very little children are literally dragged away by their elder brothers iu 
order to escape the dire consequences of remaining quietly and decorously in their 
places while prayers are said for the repose of the dead. Our Minister has done all 
that earnestness, patience, and logical argument possibly can do to prevent this, 
with the result that some of his congregation consider him decidedly “link,” while 
others credit him with being anxious to bring about catastrophes in the families of 
the community. This is but one of many such practices of which I should not be 
afraid of any dozen “spectators” knowing because it can be known at the same 
time that they are no more countenanced by Judaism than the superstitions so ably 
dealt with in your last ‘issue by Mr, Stuart M. Samuel. Your correspondent 
“ Inquirer” is well-intentioned but much mistaken, when he asks for homiletica] 
explanation of such ceremonies as the beating of the willow. When dealing with 
superstitions homiletics are worth simply “ nowt,” as we say in our part of the 
country. Homiletical explanations may be very ingenious and very pretty, but 
they do no good, and at best only stave off the evil. Moreover, it invariably 
happens that the homiletics convince the few while the superstitions obtain with 
the many. We shall certainly lose nothing by acknowledging that there is supersti- 
tion in our midst existing as an insidious enemy in the camp. It is quite time that 
our ecclesiastical authorities had the courage of what are undoubtedly their 
convictions. Instead of fearing their strictures of the self-designated “froom,” 
jet them study the rising generation who will assuredly demand an intelligent 
exposition of our faith. It is useless after all, to blame the ignorant and supersti. 
tious when blame really belongs to those who condone the ignorance and the 
superstition by their policy of ecclesiastical non-intervention.

S1r,—Allow me through the medium of your paper to offer a suggestion 
respecting our young folk. | 
GrThere is a constant complaint from the pulpit of the frivolous,jaimless, and 
selfish way in which the present generation is living, anj, in a measure the accusa- 
tion is not unfounded. But I think our minis ters would not condemn them so 
severely if they were to consider how, in many instances, these young ones starting 
in life, as full perhaps of high aspirations as youth is prone to, are checked by their 
surroundings, That the home should correct growing evils is indisputable, but it 
must not be forgotten that there are many homes, often the most luxurious, 
governed by men and women who have had little time to reflect and see what is 
good. The parents have risen most meritoriously from poverty to 
riches without the advantages of intellectual or even moral training 
which alone engenders reflection and high-mindedness. If therefore our ministers 
would not consider it sufficient help to deliver once and again a condemnatory ser- 
mon, oft misunderstood or indignantly repudiated, but would strive to become per- 
sonally acquainted with the rising generation, to make themselves their friends, 
enter into their life its pleasures and pains, their admonitions would be listened to 
lovingly, their censure would grieve, their praise delight and prove an incentive .to 
further govd. This could only be done by social intercourse, and I venture to suggest 
that our ministers and their wives de, as many of their Christian brethren are doing, 
that is, once a fortnight or month to invite their youthful congregants — not the par- 
enis—irrespective of class, to an afternoon Sunday reception to discuss the social 
problems of the day. The strong would come to the fore, and seed would be sown 
for future action of more efficient aid than the mere gift of money. Yet even the 
monetary interest would be enlarged through the leve of family so strongly im- 
planted in the Jewish character that the parents would not refuse their share in the 
good work commenced by their children. If ministers could only hear the despairing 
remarks of the young after one of their lectures--such as “ Why does he not show 
us what we can do)}”’—they would not hesitate to throw open their doors.

THE KADDISH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” alee 
S1r,—Your correspondent “ Enquirer” may be referred to the fourth number of 
a Paper on “The Life and Times of Rabbi Akiba,” by the Rev. Isidore Harris, read 
before one of the now defunct ‘‘ Meetings for the Study of Hebrew Literature,” and 


reported in-your journal of July 30th, 1880, From that report I extract the following 
passage : 


“T have now to refer to a curious legendary incident in the life of Akiba, which 
appears to throw a powerful light on the origin of the custom of reciting the Kaddish 
for twelve (eleven) months after the death of a parent. The Mishna (Edioth ii, 10) 
records Akiba’s saying that the wicked suffer in Gehinnom twelve months, and this 
opinion is corroboratedin the following legend (quoted by Bachja in the closing por- 
tion of his Commentary on Mishpatim, and by other late writers, probably from 
Masecheth Kala and Midrash Tanchuma). He was once walking in a cemetery, when 
hs espied amen with grimy face, carrying on his shoulders a bag of wood. Its weight 
nearly bore him down ; nevertheless he ran with it incessantly. Akiba stopped this 


‘wandering Jew,’ and asked him why he submitted to such fatiguing labour, and 


he offered, if the man was in want, torelieve him, ‘Pray let me go, urged the unfor- 
tunate man, ‘for I fear the anger of my taskmasters ifIstay.’ Akiba adj ured him to 
tell who he was, and the man related his story. ‘I am expiating,’said he, ‘in ano- 
ther world, the penalty of my sinson earth, Evil spirits leave meno rest, but compel 
me to hew a qnantity of wood of which a fire is made to burn me. And every day | 
have to prepare fresh fuel for my torture. This punishment Iam undergoing because 
of the crimes which I committed when alive. On earth I held the office of overseer 
of public funds, but I abused my trust, favouring the rich and grinding down the 
poor. ‘Can nothing be done to save you ?’ asked Akiba. ‘I have heard, 
said the ill-fated man, ‘that if I had left a son on earth who 
could read and recite in public NX 1353, and the people were to respond 
13D P77 WY iT", my soul would be saved from its terrible doom. But, alas, I 
have no hope of such a chance of deliverance. I had no child when alive, and even 
if I have left posthumous offspring, who knows whether it be a male or a female 
child? And even if the child were a male, who would take the trouble to teach 
him? My memory is cursed by all who knew me. Therefore woe to me, for I am 
forlorn of all hope.’

So far the legend. In order to understand its meaning, we must consider what 
the Kaddish originally was, - It was Chaldaic, and hence must have been composed 
in Babylon (see, however, Sotah 53a, and Tosephoth on Berachoth, 3a). At first it 
was recited after the study of the Law, and it was a prayer for Restoration.

runs as follows : “ May God's great name be exalted and sanctified in the world in 


which He is ready to renovate and revive the dead, and to restore them to an ever- 
lasting hope. Then will the city of Jerusalem be rebuilt, the Temple be erected 
therein, the worship of idols eradicated, and the only true heavenly worship be 
restored to its pristine dignity. Then will the Ifoly One rule in His majestic glory. 
O, may this happen in your life-time and in your days, and in the lifetime of the 
waole House of Israel, speedily and without delay, kc.” So intense was this hope 
of restoration that it engendered the idea that the bodies of the righteous went an 
underground journey after death until they reached Palestine. Many Jews, who 
lived in Babylon and other places, were buried in Palestine, whose inhabitants 
justly complained that those who lived away from the Holy Land 
during their lifetime came to defile it witn ‘their bodies after death. 
mr served to intensify the hope of a 
national restoration to Zion ; and in this way it happened that the prayer which was 
originally recited in the Babylonian Houses of Learning came to be offered at the 
burial ofa parent. It becomes, then, easy to understand how the proclamation of the 
Kaddis was regarded, like sepulture in the Holy Land, as effectual in rescuing the 
dead from Gehinnom, and how to the political martyr who gave his life for the idea of 
the Restoration the origin of the Kaddish is, under the guise of a legend, ascribed.” 
I will not forestall the interest of a paper soon to be read on this subject at Jews’ 
Colleze by any observations of my own. I will merely supplement Mr. Harris's argu- 
ment by the remark that the period for the recital of the Kaddish is fixed at cleren

PROPOSED FEDERATION OF CHEVRAsS. 


IMPORTANT MEETING, 


On Sunday last a conference of representatives of the Chevras in the East End 
of London was held at the Spital Square Synagogue. The meeting was the outcome 
of a lengthy correspondene which has passed between Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., 
and Mr. H. Berliner, the President of the Spital Square Synagogue, with the object 


of bringing about a federation of the numerous small congregations or Chevras” 


in the neighbourhoods of Whitechapel and Spitalfields. About fif ty representatives. 
all of whom were foreigners, were present, who appeared to evince consider- 
able interest in ‘and subsequently enthusiasm with the objects of the Chairman's 
address, the principal resolution receiving the support of every person present. Mr. 
SAMUEL MONTAGU, M.P., presided, and amongst those present were Mr. Hermann 
Landau, Messrs. H. Berliner, J. M. Boekbinder, J. B. Wechsler, P. Greenspan, B. 
Moppel, and J. Levy, Spital Square Synagogue; Mr. H. Goodman, Talmud Torah 
Classes, 28, Steward Street ; Mr. S. Cohen, Beth Hamedrash, Church Lane; Mr. M. 
Moses, Castle Street Synagogue; Mr. J. Davidson, Princes Street Synagogue ; Mr. Silver- 
berg, “‘ House of David,” Umberston Street ; Mr. I. Harris, “ Voice of Jacob,” Church 
Street ; Messrs. A. Lewis and H. Lewis, Dunk Street Synagogue; Messrs. S. Isaacs and S. 
Michael, Castle Street Synagogue ; Messrs. A. Marks and I. Silverman, Hope Street 
Synagogue ; Messrs. D. Cohenand 8. Freedman, Steward Street Synagogue ; Mr. W. 
Meczyk, Hope Street Synagogue; Mr. J. Fengenstien, “Brothers of Konin,” 48.

The CHAIRMAN said that the object for which the mecting had been called was 
to confer as to whether means could not be devised for the improvement of the 
foreign Jews resident in the East End of London. No doubt there had been considera- 
ble exaggeration as to their condition and numbers, but still matters at the present 


time were not in a very satisfactory plight. Until a few years ago the number of | 


immigrants was not so large but that they could be readily assimilated with the 
general community, but although immigration had now diminished to its 
normal condition and did not exceed the emigration of foreigners 
at the time of the {Russian persecutions, a mass of Polish Jews 
had entered this country who had not yet sufficiently educated them- 
selves as to their duties and responsibilities in their new surroundings. The 
result unfortunately had been that considerable prejudice had been created against 
foreign Jews, and in all his experience he could not recollect any period during 
which the signs of the time were so disquieting as at present. It was not so much 
a feeling of prejudice against the Jew as it was an intense dislike to foreigners, but 
where both were combined it served to make that prejudice keener. He had 


attempted to combat and allay that feeling as far as possible, and to prevent any © 


action against the Jews. When the article appéared in the St. James's Gazette: 
asserting that J ews were Socialists, Republicans, dirty and forbidding, he at once 
wrote a reply pointing out that the Jews were, at least, no worse than their neigh- 
boura, that although there might be one or two Socialists, these were quite the excep- 
tion to the rule. He had observed with regret the growing practice among foreign 
Jews of not settling their differences at home ; instead of referring as of old to the 
Beth Din, disputants rushed to the police courts where they were imperfectly under- 
stood, and frequently brought ridicule upon themselves. Public attention had for 
some time past been drawn to the question of immigration, and efforts had been 


made to cause the legislature to interfere. In that day’s Obserrer he noticed that Lord 


Henry Bruce,M.P., speaking ata meeting of the Beaconsfield Club on the previous even- 
ing had said that “ another and a great cause of the distress was the continued flow of 
foreign immigrants into this country. Pauper immigrants were not allowed to land in 
America ; why, therefore, should England take what America rejected? He had 
visited the East End and found that the cheap clothing trade was entirely in the 
hands of the foreigners, Again, out of 4,000 master bakers 2,000 were Germans, 
The reason of this was that the foreigners endeavoured to undersell the 
English artisan. They were able to do so by working longer 
hours: they were also able to keep a family of six alive on a 
ound of oatmeal, ; The only way he could see to prevent the evil of evils of 
oreign immigration was to levy a poll tax upon all foreigners.” Mr. 
Arnold White had conceived a bitter prejudice against the Jewish people, and 


although he had twice interviewed Mr, White with the object of proving the incorrect- 
ness of his views it had been without avail. In the carly part of the present year 
Mr. White had called a meeting of the inhabitants of the East End, which he 
determined to attend, and he also asked Mr. Alfred L. Cohen and Mr. F. D. Mocatta 


to accompany him, They took care to see that the Jewish side of the question was 
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also brought forward, and the meeting did not result in any mischief, although it 
might have had a different termination had they not been present. On the 14th of 
September he presided at a meeting of working men in the East End, and he could 
not fail to observe that he differed in opinion from his audience on the 
foreign labour question as his remarks on the subject were met by cold disapproval. 
Although the expenses of becoming naturalized had been increased to a total cost of 
&6 10s. Od. he would appeal to all foreigners to become British subjects in order 
to obtain a status in the land. It was possible that such a step would also be 
expedient, for there was mention made of the introduction of a poll tax. In 
the Pall Mall Gazette of the previous evening it was stated that ‘the members of 
the Cabinet are all out of town just now, but it is already known that they are as a 
rule impressed with the fact that the question of foreign paupers and the labour 
subject generally must be dealt with forthwith.” This was a serious state of 
things, and the main object of that meeting was to bring about a federation of all 
the Chevras in the East End of London in order that they should be ready, quite 
united for defence should it become necessary, He did not ask fora union, nor 
did he wish them to depart from any of their customs, or hand over any of their 
property or change their rules, but to federate into one body for the common 
welfare. By a federation they might secure competent lecturers, The West End 
of London, where the Jews were best educated, monopolised the best preachers, a 
state of things exactly the reverse of the Christian Church, where the best clergy- 
men were situated where there was most need of their assistance—in the East End. 
Did the East End show any desire for a preacher of the first class, assistance would 
be rendered to the East End to attain so laudable an object; to secure the services of 
a thoroughly orthodox gentleman, who had obtained a degree. He had conferred 
with Mr. F. D, Mocatta on the matter, who would be the last to interfere with the 
orthodox customs of Judaism. He had to go abroad or he would have been present at 
the meeting. He had, however, written the following letter :— 


5, Oct., 1887. 

Dear Mr. Montagu,—I learn from what you told me that you have the intention to 
try and influence the heads and members of the various Jewish Hebroth at the Hast End 
of London to effect a federation, and in some way tu connect themselves with the great 
ceutral body of our brethren. I very mach regret not to be able to be present when you 
meet those gentlemen to support you in your very laudable effort. I feel certain, however, 
that you will without mach difficulty succeed in placing before those immediately con- 
nected with the Hebroth, the desirability of the federation, and of the connection between 
the various religious establishments of the Jews of London, I may say, of England. Those 
gentlemen will, I am assured, in their good sense, feel how much their position will be 
strengthened by such cohesion, aud as Jews, they will recognise that unity Is the great 
principle of our fai‘h, and that we shall all alike be strengthened by it. OVIN PNW 22 
should be our guiding principle, and though each body rightly would wish to preserve its 
autonomy in its own special administration, I am sure they will all feel that we have all 
our highest interests in common. 

I therefore have little doubt of your success, and I need not assure you how much 
I hope that your excellent object may be effected.

He had also spoken to'Mr. Hermann Landau, who strongly approved of the 
movement. Were the federation effected a competent preacher might be engaged at 
a salary of about £300 a year, and if all the Chevras paid one half of this amount, he 
would undertake to collect the other half. He would also suggest that the Federa- 
tion should be represented at the Board of Deputies which was not costly, and would 
be of immense advantage to foreign Jews, for representations from the Board of 
Deputies were carefully considered by every Government. ‘The Federation should 
also have its representatives on the Board of Shechita, and arrangements should be 
made for burials either with the United Synagogue or by securing a plot of 


ground. Those four objects could only be secured by the federation of the 
Chevras. A Committee might be elected to consider details and regulations 
for the guidance of the Federation which would be submitted for 


approval to all the Chevras, The federation of the Chevras might also operate to- 
wards spreading the Jews over a more extended area, Although there were far too 
many Jews in Whitechapel, the number of Jews in England was not abnormal and 
great benefits would ensue if fumilies could be persuaded to remove to those towns 
where there were but few Jews. It would be better for trade and better for the 
Jewish people. As soon as foreign Jews were separated from the mass of their 
brethren, they in the natural course of events became Anglicised, but where they 
congregated in masses, whether it was in Whitechapel or in Poland, they would pre- 
serve their least desirable characteristics and raise an outcry against themselves. He 
would move: “ That it is desirable for the Chevras to become federated for certain 
clearly defined purposes.” 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. H. BERLINER, President of the Spital Square 
Synagogue. 

Mr. J. M. BoEKBINDER (Spital Square Synagogue), in supporting the resolue 
tion, suggested that the West End preachers should on various occasions visit the 
Chevras, and that addresses should be delivered every Sabbath afternoon in a large 
hallin the East End. 

Mr. HerMANN LANDAU said that the present abnormally large number of Jews 
in the East End could be distinctly traced to Russian persecution when numbers 
of Polish Jews emigrated hither who could:not speak in anything but Jiidisch. 
These men had formed Chevrasin small rooms, and would prefer worshipping in a 
Chassidim stube, probably a fourth storey garret, rather than in the Great Syna- 
gogue. It was these people who were most in need of a Rabbi who would watch 
over theirspiritual requirements. From the Federation he hoped to see the election 
of a gentleman as Rabbi to’whose impartial judgment disputants could refer without 
making themselves ridiculous in a police court or troubling the Beth Din where 
there was already a surfeit of business. 

Mr. H.GoopMAN said that he did not consider the Beth Din sufficiently approach 
able. He would like to see a complete union among the smaller Chevras. 

Mr. J. Levy said that hedid not think much permanent advantage would ensue 
from a good preacher. He would use Martin Luther’s words, “ Youcannot make « 


man better by his listening to a preacher.” He would like to see the establishment — 


of classes for technical and elementary education of foreigners. | 

The CHAIRMAN replied generally to the previous speakers, pointing out that 
only by means of a Federation could any representative opinions be brought under 
the notice of the Jewish community, and after some remarks from Messrs, P, Greens 
span, B. Koppel and J. B, Wechsler, the resolution was carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN then moved the following resolution, “That a representative 
of every Chevra or minor synagogue in East London be invited to attend @ pre- 
liminary meeting to be held at the Spital Square Synagogue on Sunday, November 
6, at three o'clock, to discuss plans for a federation of the Chevras.” 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. H. LanpDAv, and carried unanimously, 
Mr. Landau mentioned that it must be distinctly understood that whatever was the 
outcome of the movement, it would have to receive the sanction and be under the 
jurisdiction of the existing Ecclesiastical Authorities. : 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the chair,

UNION AMONG THE HEBROTH. 


— 


Ir would be difficult to exaggerate the importance of the meeting we report 
in another column at which representatives from the chief Hebroth of London 
met together as a preliminary step, we trust, to.a more permanent Union among 


the Minor Congregations in London. For several years we have urged this 
course of action without at the time meeting with much sympathetic response. . 


But events have clearly shown that the main problems of our community 
centre about the body of man who are spiritually represented at the Hebroth. 
It is only through them that the Jews of the East End can be ap- 
proached and anything that mikes the Hebroth more approachable helps 
towards the solution of the difficult problens which the Jews of the East End 
present. | 


As the Chairman of the meeting, Mr. Samogn Montaco, M.P., re- 
marked, the question of foreign immigration is reaching an acute stage when 
action checking its future develop n2nt is only too probabie. Legislation on 


_ the subject can only take one direction, thatof prohibiting, or at any rate 


checking, the facilities of entry which are now enjoyed by all foreigners of 
whatever creed or country. Weare strongly of opinion that such a course 
of action would be directly opposed to English traditions in the matter. We 
may further contend that the depression in trade or in wages is only infini- 
tesimally connected with the few thousand foreigners, not all Jews, who are 
added to the millions of Londoners every year. But against all this may be 
urged with some show of justice that English traditions are all very well in their 
way, but that they wereformed under entirely different conditions. Besides, it 
js urged that the few thousand additions annually are the last straw that breaks 
the camel’s back. These arguments are not unanswerable and the latter has very 
little reference to Jews, who cannot bo said to affect wages appreciably in any 
but a single trade. But by various means this reasoning has b2en impressed 
on the public mind and there is much probability that it will b2 embodied in 
legislative action during the forthcoming session. 

This is a sad departure from the traditional hospitality of England, but 
we must recognise facts in this matter. We must so act as to give no justifi- 
cation on our part for the prejalice that has baen graduaily growing up in 
the East End to the “ foreigner,” under which term is included the Jew. It 
is clearly the fact that so many foreiga Jews congregate in particular districts 
has caused so much more attention being directed to them than to 
other classes of foreigners. It is obvious that the chief m2an3 by which such 
congestion may be prevented in the future is by scattering the elements 
through the metropolis and over the couatry., It will bs remembered that 
some such plan as this was adopted when so many Russian Jews were sent to 
America in 1882. Instead of all being sent to New York they were distributed 
about the country and have b2en by this time quite absorbed and assimilated, 


It is clear that this congestion is an effectual bar to the Anglicising of 
our Polish brethren when they reach these shores. They come here and form 
again anew Pulandin London. Hitherto it has been by means of the Hebroth 
that this isolation has been kept up. And while there were some fifty of these 


Minor Congregations the Jews of the Kast End could not be approached. } 


Individually they could not be reached and influenced. Hence the import- 
ance of the new departure. If the proposed Union comes to anything there 
will be formed an organisation by which the East and the West could meet 
on equal terms. Itis not alone that there has been no means of approaching 
the East End Jews ; there has been too little desire shown to approach them. 
The desire for common action must be mutual. This will be far more 
feasible if there are representative men who can be met and whose opinions 
can thus be made known in the most direct way. We are desirous that they 
should become Anglicised, but at the same time we wish that the transition 


should be made as easy as possible and ina manner most consonant with 
their own views and feelings. 

There was a time when it was considered inexpedient to encourage the 
Hebroth, They were to be tabooed in the interests of the regularly organised 
congregations. Such views are not held now in any influential quarter, and 
even if they were, we maintain that the more politic and practicable course is 
to avail ourselves of the points of contact afforded us by these hunble Bethels 
rather than to seek, unavailingly, to destroy them. With upwards of fifty 
such places of worship in London, entirely supported by the modest earn- 
ings of their poor members, it ill becomes us to assum? other thana decidedly 
sympathetic attitude towards them. ay | | 

The means by which the needed co aminiion bstwan the two halves of 
the community might be effscted were briefly referred to by Mr. Moyraav in 
his address. The United Hebroth might have a representative on the Board 
of Deputies and be thus enabled to give direct expression to their views in 
any matter engaging the attention of that Board. Again, they should have 
a right to a seat on the Shechita Board in which they are, to say the least, 
as uch interested as the Jews of the West End of London. The arrange- 
ments for burial purposes that have already ben found to be so successful in 
the instance of the Spital Square Synagogue could be put on a more perma- 
nent and wider basis. These are distinct advantages which would accrue to 
the Hebroth looking at the subject from their own standpoint, while they 
would form so many points of contact for mutual counsel and influence. 

In addition to these points that were mentionel at the meeting, a 
further advantage in connection with the movement may be hoped for fiom a 
representative of the Hebroth, as such, being chosen to act on the Beth Din. 
There is no need that he should introduce tuo much of the Polish AM nhig 
into that body. Indeed,it would be desirable if he could mediate between the 
Polish and the English Minhagim, possessing sufficient of the confidence 
of the Poles to induce them to conform to English customs so far as these 
did not contravene customs of their own which they have grown to regard as 
essential to their spiritual comfort. It is important that the Beth Din 
should command their confidence, 

Although the Beth Din has, we are told, “a surfeit of work,” 
its chief function, to settle disputes that might otherwise get into the 
law courts, seems to be falling somewhat int» absyance. If the Hebroth 
were more directly represented at the Beth Din they might show more wil- 
lingness to submit to its jurisdiction. In all these matters it must be remem- 
bered that the community at large desires to cultivate terms of amity with 
the newcomers, and to do this we are willing to conform to them in all that 
we can. It is because the proposed union gives a means for bringing about 
these mutual concessions that we regard it as so important,

THE ROTHSCHILD-SASSOON MARRIAGE.

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


| PARIS, 19TH OCTOBER, 1887, 

I have just left the Synagogue in the Rue de la Victoire completely 
overpowered by the magnificence of the féte, the like of which we had never 
before seen, of a ceremony unique perhaps in the annals of the Jewish Com- 
munity in Paris, unique, it may be, in theentire world. But before describing 
in detail the events of this 19th October, which has seen joined together in one 
sentiment of sympathy and admiration the Jews of France and of England, 
let me say a few words concerning the evening of the 17th, the prologue to 
the splendid ceremony of to-day. 

The scene was the Hotel in the Avenue Marigny, the residence of Baron 
and Baroness Gustave de Rothschild. The adjacent streets were blocked by 
a mass of carrages which deposited before an awning, decorated with magni- 
ficent flowers and choice tropical plants, the elite of the French and English 
aristocracy, who had been invited to assist at the signing of the marrage con 
tract between Mdlle. Aline de Rothschild and Mr. Edward Albert Sassoon, 
the bearers of names which need no introduction to the readers of the 
Jewish Chronicle. Previously to this ceremony the contract had been attested 
at the British Embassy, this precaution being adopted to obviate any uncer- 
tainty as to the strict legality of the marriage according to French law, the 
bridegroom being, as you are well aware, a British subject and domiciled in 
England. The witnesses for the young bride, whom London society will have 
the pleasure of welcoming in its midst, were Baron Alphonse de Rothschild, 
her uncle, and M. Achille Dreyfus ; those for the bridegroom were his uncles, 
Mr. Reuben and Mr. Arthur Sassoon. Upwards of twelve hundred gue-ts 
assembled in the noble salons of the Baron and Baroness, and it is natur- 
ally impossible to name them all. I may, however, mention their Royal 
Highnesses the Duc and Duchesse de Chartres, Prince Csartoryski, the 
Members of the Corps Diplomatique, M. Zadoc Kahn, Grand Rabbi of 
Paris ; the Duc da Ja Torée, M. Louis Cohen d’Anvers, Baron and 
Baroness de Soubeyran, M. Leopold Goldsmith, M. and Madame 
Salomon de Goldsmith, M. Horace de Gunzbourg, Ms Léon Say, M. 
Pailleron, M. Montefiore, Count Costa, M.de St. Paul, Dr. Klein, Dr. 
Meyer, Count A. de Comondo, Baron de Lareinty, M. Eugéne Manuel, M. 
Koechlin Schwartz, Mayor of the Arrondissement, in which Baron Gustave’s 
residence is situated ; M. Bonnat, and Prince Auguste d'Arenberg. 

The ladies, who formed the brilliant element of this brilliant reception, 
pressed around the wedding gifts presented to the young pair. A description 
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of these marvels of art, taste, and richness, destined for a lady who has been 
educated in the worship of art, would occupy the greater portion of your 
journal. I am obliged, therefore, to content myself with a brief notice of a 
few of these chefs d’eurre : A necklace of three rows of splendid large pearls 
and diamonds, given by Sir Albert Sassoon ; bracelets of brilliants, by Lady 
Sassoon ; adiadem in diamonds, by Madame Anspach ; a diamond necklet 
and diadem, by Baron and Baroness Gustave de Rothschild ; and the gifts of 
the English Ambassador and the principal members of the Embassy. 
Picture this crowd of twelve to thirteen hundred persons, doubled 
and tripled perhaps, making their way into the Synagogue of the 
Rue de la Victoire, which, vast as its dimensions are, was yet too small on 


the present occasion, causing many to fail in gaining admission. Picture 
the youthful bride entering the Synagogue on the arms of her 


father, and followed immediately by her affianced husband, the witnesses, 
her relatives and intimate friends, whilst from the organ there 
issued sweet, soft music, and the choir sang the “ Tehilath Adonai” ; 
picture the Synagogue, decorated with magnificent festoons of 


_ flowers, and illuminated by many hundreds of lights, and the ravishing 


toilettes of the charming leaders of society. Then, when all is still, imagine 
that you hear the grand voice of Faure singing, as few like him can sing, 
the “ Roshé Israel,” composed by Samuel David, Director of our choir, Let 
your readers picture all this to themselves and they will even yet form but a 
very faint idea of the emotion aroused by the graudeur of this beautiful 
solemnity. 

The feelings of the whole assembly were not a little stirred by the at 
times grave, at times cheering, language of our distinguished pastor whose 
thrilling accents went direct to the hearts of all his hearers. It would be 


supererogatory on my part to pronounce an eulogy on the touching address of | 


the Grand Rabbiof Paris. It is enough to say that M. Zadoc Kahn, in 
bleesing the happy bridal couple was at his best. 

At.tbe close of the Grand Rabbi's address, a cullection, asis usual at our 
marriage ceremonies, was made by a bevy ef young ladies, and it will be 
readily understood that the poor have largely benefited by the result of the queéte. 
Whilst this interesting item ir. the programme was being carried out, M. 
Felix Levy sang the Hodou of Halévy, followed by “Yimloch.” The Ketubah 
was next read in Hebrew, and then Faure once again held us spell bound by 
singing with remarkable verve the ever fresh prayer from ‘ Moses” by 
Rossini. After the benedictions, which were chanted by our Precentor, M. 
Berr, the “ Hallelujah” came as a fitting finale to the ceremony, and the 
guests, one and all, left the Synagogue, happy at having assisted at a fete 
which cemented the union of two families, who are an honour to Judaism, 
to France, and to England. 


In celebration of the marriage of Mr. Edward Sassoon with Mdlle. Aline de 
Rothschild, the aged inmates of the Spanish’ and Portuguese “Beth Holiin” 
Hospital’ and the boys and girls of the Congregational Schools, were kindly 
entertained by Sir Albert D. Sassoon, C.S.L, the bridegroom's father, on Wednesday 
last. The excelient dinner for the old folks and a tea followed by a legerdemain 
and ventriloquial performance for the young folks were considerately provided and 
were much enjoyed by them.

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BOARD OF GUARDIANS, 


— 


The first meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians since the recess was 
held on Monday at the offices of the Board, Devonshire Square, There were 
present: Mr, Bensamin L, Coney, President, in the Chair; Sir Henry A. Isaacs, 
Vice-President ; Dr. A. Cohen ; Messrs. H. A. Abrahams, J. 8. Ballin, M. Bed- 
dington, D. Benjamin, M. Boas, C. 8. Davie, Barrow Emanuel, Lewis Emanuel, 
L. Jacobs, H. Landau, H.G. Lousada, F. A. Lacas, H. Nathan, A. Rosenfeld, 
Charles Samuel, Stuart M. Samuel, S. Schloss, D. Schloss, Simons. 

Tiis meeting being the first at which Mr. Benjumin Cohen presided since 
his election, be briefly addressed the Board before the commencement of the ordi- 
nary business. | 

‘After thanking the Board for the honour conferred upon him, Mr. 
Conen said that he was fully alive to the difficulties he would have to surmount, 
and to the fact that he could not in any way equal his lamented brother in the 
efliciency with which he conducted the affairs of the Board. In the work which 
was before him. he would always require the co-operation and advice of the 
meinbers of the Board, and he was happy and grateful to say that he had already 
reccived some useful assistance, The Board had before it an arduous season ; 
but if the same goodwill, enthusiasm and zeal were consecrated as before to that 
hallowed task in which the Board were engaged, the institution would continue 
to hold its place as one of thy foremost charitable organisations in the metro- 
polis. During the past sammer Mr. Lionel Alexander, the Honorary Secretary, 
and himself had been in almost daily attendance and had dealt with a variety of 
questions which came up day after day. They had bad every assistance from 
the zealous staff, and he was pleased to testify to the skill and indomitable 
energy which Mr. Alexander brou_ht to bear on his task. (Cheers). | 

A letter, dated 8th September, was read from Mr. E. M, Henriques, Honorary 
Secretary of the Manchester Board of Guardians, stating : “It is the opinion of 
my Board that by the better distribution of the poorer classes in such manufacturing 
centres where Jews do not atat present reside, new Jewish settlements may be 
created, with the result of ultimately spreading the Jewish population over a 
much wider area, and by attracting newcomers, prevent an influx of Jewish 
workers into the few Jewish towns in the North of England. As this was a 
matter of imperative importance to the community, we have decided to hold a 
conference of delegates representing the principal Jewish Boards of Guardians 
to debate the question in Manchester on Sunday, October 16th, and we shall be 
glad to hear from you if you desire to be represented at the conference. The 
Birmingbam. Liverpool and Lecds Boards have accepted our invitation.” 

In a reply sent on behalf of the Board by Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, the Hon. 
Secretary, he stated that the subject was worthy of consideration and he did not 
doubt that the Board would be glad to be represented at the conference, but he 
added that the matter could not be brought under their notice prior to the date 
fixed for the meeting. Mr, Alcxaoder further pointed out that the subject might 
be treated as chictly if not entirely affecting those who charged themselves with 
the care of the poor in the North of England, and if such was the case the absence 
of reprecentatives from the London Board would probably not weaken the value 
of the Conference. | 

No further information having been received from Manchester, the Board 
took no action relative to-the Conference. | 

On the motion of Mr. S. Srmons, seconded by Mr. M. Bas, the following 
recommendations of the Loan Committee were adopted :—_ 

1. That the donation of £1,009 given by Baron de Hirsch be added to the general 
loan fund. | 

2. That the Committee be empowered to lend sums not exceeding £25. 

3. That Loans exceeding £10 be only granted with the consent of at least three 
Members of the Committee ; the borrower to give three or more good securities, and 
to be required to pay at the usual rate of 6d. in the £ weekly. 

The Executive Committee brought up a report on the investment of various 
legacies, including the two bequests of £1,500 and £500 from the lite Mr. Lionel 
Cohen. The Committee was empowered to invest the legucy of £500 from the 
late Sir Barrow H. Ellis, 

A legacy of £20 from the late Mr. J. Joseph, of Maida Vale, was reported 
to the Board. 

The meeting voted the usual gratuities of £80 to be divided among the 
five parochial medical ofticers.who visited the Jewish poor in their districts. 

The President was authorised to make the customary winter appeal ia the 
Jewish press whenever he deemed the tine opportune. 

A communication was read from Mr. B. I Van Staveren, a member of the 
Board, intimating that Mr. Henry Laurance intended to present every year to the 
Board 20 pairs of spectacles for the benefit of the poor. . 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Laurance for this useful gift. 

The Presipenr called attention to the forthcoming Apprentices’ Exhibition 
at the People’s Palace, and he said that from inquiries instituted on the previous 
day at the office of the Board by Mr. Charles Samuel, Chairman of the Industrial 
Commitee, Mr. Nathaniel L. Cohen, Mr. J. 8. Ballin, and Mr. Stephen 8S. Hyam, 
there was every prospect of an exhibit from the apprentices of the Industrial 
Committee, which would be a credit both to the Board and to the Jewish Com- 
munity. 

Sir Henry Isaacs, in moving a vote of thanks to the President, expressed 
on behalf of the Board their pleasure at the admirable manner in which Mr. Cohen 


had conducted the business of the first meeting at which he bad presided. 


Mr. Solomon J. Solomon has kindly offered to present to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association a portrait which he has painted of Professor Graetz. In a letter to this 
effect, addressed to the President and Council, he states that in presenting to them 


his picture he is actuated by a knowlege of the sympathy which the great Jewish

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA. 


The Melbourne Hebrew congregation held its annual meeting on the 11th ult- 
From the annual report and statement of income and expenditure, it appears that 
the total receipts were £2,120, and the expenditure £3,500. The entire debt of the 
congregation is about £3,525. Since February in the present year, the school in 
connection with the congregation has been carried on for Hebrew and religious 
instruction only. 
~The South Australian Register of the 5th ult. publishes copies of correspondence 
which passed in February, 1846, between Mr. Joseph B. Montefiore and Mr. Gladstone, 
then Secretary of State for the Colonies, in reference to the rumoured intention of 
the Imperial Government to forward to Adelaide the conditionally pardoned convicts 
of Van Diemen’s Land. Mr. Montefiore’s representations evidently checked such a 
step, as Western Australia was ultimately selected. The brothers, Mr. Jacob Monte- 
fiore and Mr. Joseph Barrow Montefiore, attended the first meeting for promoting a 
railway in South Australia. It was held at the Guildhall Hotel, London, on April 
6th, 1846. Mr. J. Montefiore was then on the point of leaving England for the Colony, 
and he was requested to arrange for the organisation of a company in South Aus- 
tralia for a railway from Adelaideto the Port. He was one of the first Directors of the 
Savings Bank in Adelaide, and the first Jewish Justice of the Peace. His portrait 
will be exhibited in the Old Colonists’ Department of the Adelaide Exhibition. 

BELGIUM. 

The Emperor of Brazil paid a visit to the synagogue in Brussels on the 8th 
inst. (Sabbath Chal-Hamoed). His Imperial Majesty was conducted to the warden's 
box, and, with prayer book in hand, attentively followed the service, he being, as is 
well-known, a thorough Hebrew scholar. The Emperor remained upwards of an 
hour and a half. He also visited the Succah, where he held an interesting 
conversation withM. Dreyfuss, the Grand Rabbi, and where he translated with 
extreme ease several Hebrew compositions. 


CANADA, 


The corner stone of the new synagogue of the Spanish and Portuguese congre- 
gation in Montreal was laid on the 22nd ult. The service was conducted by the 
minister, the Rev. Meldola de Sola, assisted by the choir. In an addres; delivered 
by Mr. Louis Davis, the President, he mentioned that for a centnry the history of 
their congregation had been the history of Judaism in Britis) North America, for 
it remained the sole s'nagogue during that peroid. After paying an eloquent 
tribute to the late Rev. Dr. de Sola, Mr. Davis presented Mr. Gershorn Joeeph with 
_ a silver trowel, and invited him to lay the stone. In his address Mr. Joseph gave 
someioteresting data concerning the congrezation, which was first formed in 1776. 
One of its earliest membe’s was Aaron Hart, the first Jew who had ever set foot 
in Canada, ani among others who had belonged to their body were such men 
as David David, a founder of the Bank of Montreal, Henry Joseph, the father of 
J. H.and Jesse Joseph, who was cne of the first to charter sbips direct from 
Europe ; Colonel Franks, Aide-Je-Camp to General Washington, and Ezekiel 
Hart, three times a member of Parliament, who secured for the Jews in Canada full 
civil and religious rights. Before laying the stone there were desposited in it a 
number of coins and documectt?, earth from Jerusalem, and copies of the Jewish 
Chrenicle and other journa's. The Rev. Meldola de Sola tten delivered an eloquent 
discouree, taking as his text Genesis vvviii., 22,and in telling words he applied the 
account of Jacob's bow and its fulfilment to the pusition of his congregants. After 
the conclusion of the ceremony the Rev. Mr.de Sola was presented with a hand- 
eome silver Kiddush Cup in commemoration of his recent marriage. The gift was 
accompenied by an address, eulogising the rev-gentleman for the zealous manner in 
which he discharges his onerous duties, 


MOROCCO, 

The Zimes correspondent in Paris coincides with the views we expressed last 
. week on the importance which a political change in Morocco would have upon the 
situation of the Jews. He says: “ The Jews, who serve as intermediaries between 
the Kabyles, the Arabs, and the scattered Christians, and who also conduct the 
commerce of the ports with Europe, number 300,000. They live everywhere in the 
towns and villages within a reserved circuit, and at the same time exposed to great 
humiliation. They can neither mount a horse nor wear a white turban. They form 
a numerous population, however, and as they are full of resources they will become 
precious auxiliaries when the Powers collectively resolve to attempt the regeneration 
of Morocco, and to bring a peaceful action to bear upon the Arab population.” 

A telegram to the Berliner, Tageblatt from Tangier states that during the memo- 
rial service held at a church in Tangier in honour of the lately deceased Italian 
Minister, Signor Scovasso, all the Jews who had been present to pay a last tribute 
to their departed friend were expelled fromthe building. The reason for this extra- 
ordinary proceeding was not given. 


NEW SOUTH WALES. 


_A public meeting in connection with the intended Sir Moses Montefiore Jewish | 


Home in Sydney was held at the Great Synagogue Chambers on the 18th August, 
under the presidency of Mr. George J. Cohen. The balance sheet submitted to the 
meeting showed that the total amount received in donations was £4,045 ; this 
amount, together with the bequest of £1,000 from the late Hon. L. W. Levy, M.L.C., 


and some small sums, made up a total of £5,16¢. The Rev. A. B. Davis, by his | 


individual efforts, had raised £887; Mrs. L. W. Levy had contributed £250, and 
among those who had furthered the cause of the Home were a London Committee, 
consisting of the Hon. S, A. Joseph, M.L.C., Mr. David Cohen, and Mr. Sigmond 
Hoffnung. After paying for the land selected for the site, some £2,300 was left in 
hand for building and other operations. A letter was read at the meeting from Mr. 
Nahum Barnet, a well-known architect in Melbourne, offering to supply gratuitously 
plaris and specifications for the proposed building. The arrangements for the 
erection of the Home were, by a vote of the meeting, left in the hands of the 
Commiitee. | 

The Report presented to the annual meeting of the members of the Great 
Synagogue, on the 28th August, stated that a Beth Din for the acceptance of 
proselytes into the Jewish faith had been established in Sydney with the sanction 
of Dr. Adler, and that, as an extension ef the principle already sanctioned by the 
members, the announcement of offerings during Divine Service (except memorial 
offerings, and those made when naming children), has been altogether discontinued, 
The income of the congregation during the year amounted to £3,856, and the 
expenditure to £4.163. : 

ROUMANIA, 


A Commissioner empowered ‘by the English High Court of Justice. to 
take evidence abroad has arrived at Jassy in connection with a disputed 
will case of exceptional interest. In 1861 a Jew, named Jonas Goldenberg, emigrated 
from Jassy in search of afortune. After trying without success in Germany and 
Austria, he made his way at length to Burmah, where he entered the Prime 
Minister's service. In course of time he won the favour and confidence of the 
sovereign, who entrusted him with high offices of state. He became a rich man, and 
resolved to visit his former home in Roumania. In travelling thither he married a 
young widow in Vienna, but some disagreement between them caused him to return 
to London, where he had stayed on his arrival from Burmah. In London he founded 
a large financial business. At his death he left his wife a life annuity of £500, 
and gave the remainder of his fortune to two charitable institutions in London. This 
latter point is disputed by his family, on the ground that the deceased, being a 
Roumanian subject, was not at liberty, according to the laws of his country, to 
deprive his legal heirs of more than a certain pertion of his fortune, His legal 


heirs are his four brothers and two sisters, who reside at Buzieu, and are all in poor 
circumstances, 
| RUSSIA, 

The Odessa correspondent of the Daily News writes : About one hundred Jewish 
families expelled from the Government of Kieff have arrived here within the last 
few days from Schmerinka under a special ordinance of the Governor-General of 
Kieff, Another hundred families who have been domiciled in that province since 
1882 have received notices of expulsion, and many of them are already migrating 
in various directions. I am informed by the elders of the Schmerinka Jews, just 
arrived here, that about fifty families of the poorest class of Jews in the province, 
who are of foreign nationality, have received preliminary orders of expulsion from 
the Kieff authorities. They are chiefly Austrians, with young and numerous families, 
‘Their condition is described to me as extremely critical. They are without the 
means to proceed across the frontier, and are being driven from their wretched 
habitations just as the long and severe winter is coming on. These expulsions of 
the Jews are invariably coincident with the immediate approach of winter. I 
remember making an observation on the subject some three years ago to the Pro- 
cureur-General of a western province, He replied, “I do not know that these 
necessarily enforced Jewish immigrations are studiously timed with regard to the 
season, but in my opinion they are happily timed if the inclemency of the season 
should kill off a few thousands of these Semitic parasites, and pests of our national 
life.’ I am afraid that the inhumanity of official feeling here expressed has 
increased rather than diminished during recent years. Some amelioration of the 
conditions under which the poorer classes of Russian Jews exist was looked to from 
the special Commission on the Jewish question, under the presidency of Count 
Pahlen, which sat intermittently for three years, and only closed its labours six 
months ago. It seems, however, to have led to nothing. | 

SOUTH AFRICA. 


The annual meeting of the Cape Town Hebrew Congregation was held on 
the 25thult, Many liabilities of the congregation during the past year have been 
liquidated by the bazaar held in aid of the synagogue funds. There has been an 
accession of members and seatholders, promising an increased revenue, A Sabbath 
School has been opened, aud the classes are well attended. The following officers 
were elected for the ensuing year: President, M:. B. Elsner; Treasurer, Mr. J.

| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT]. 


ST. PETERSBURGA, 13th OctT., 1887. 

With regard to the acceptance of Jewish candidates at the High Schools, the 
following data have reached me during the last week or two. At the Jaros!aw 
Juridical Lyceum 186 Jews applied, but only 36 were admitted ; at the Dorpa 
University, out of 75 Jewa (exclusive of Jewish chemists, who this year have not 
been accepted at all), only 7 were accepted; in St. Petersburg 7, and in Kiew 31. 
At the two last named universities the number, according to the proportions per- 
mitted by the Minister of Public Instruction, should have been higher ; but through 
the action of the respective Rectors the proper proportion was not maintained. 
These men were not content with proceeding on the lines laid down in the 
Minister's circular, but by adding a couple of words thereto they were able to 
reduce the number of Jews admitted into their seats of learning. At the Uni- 
versity of Odessa, 65 Jews presented themselves, but 9 only were admitted. It is 
the Jewish chemists who everywhere fare the worst. At the St. Petersburg as well 
as tho Dorpat University, they have for eome time been no longer accepted ; tha 
same is now the case at the other universities, where, as they had been admitted 
as free attendants at the lectures, the Circular of the Minister of Education did 
not apply. At Moscow 250 Jewish chemists had been inscribed, but they speedily 
received their papers back with the intimation that they should await a special 
order on the subject from the Minister. 

As a reward for services rendered to the State, the following promotions have

exploiting the Christians—which natara!ly has hitherto not been shown to be the 
case,—yet this would be no jostification for the ill-treatment and sovere punish- 
ment of millions of human beings by depriving them of the rights of citizenship, 
aye, even of the rights of humanity. Puaish the guilty as much as you like, but 
spare and allow to live in tranquility the millions of innocent persons. 

Such arguments as these are unanswerable by the anti-Semites, who have 
therefore sought refuge in fresh calumnies and base fabrications. The one and 
the other have only served to confirm the views set forth by the Novosti, and the

DEATH OF BARON DE STERN. 


We deeply regret to announce the death early yesterday (Thursday) 
afternoon, of Baron Hermann de Stern, at his residence, 4, Hyde Park 
Gate. The Baron had been ill about three weeks, but his illness took a 
He was 72 years old. : 
‘ By the death ot Baron de Stern, London has Jost one of its leading 

nanciers. His popularity was very great, and when the tidings of his 
death reached the city, it caused a great sensation, second perhaps only to 
_that occasioned by the death of the late Baron Lionel de Rothschild. Baron 
de Stern was a native of Frankfort, and belonged to a family of some 
standing in that city, but it was solely through his indomitable energy and 
splendid business capacities that he attained the eminent position he held 
in London, Before his thirtieth year he and his brother, the late Viscount 
de Stern, settled in London as financiers, and by degrees the house of Stern 
Brothers, now of 6, Angel Court, rose in repute as one of the most successful 
and respected banking firms in the city, Several important loans have from 
time to time been brought out by the firm, and it was in recognition of services 
rendered tothe Government of Portugal in this capacity that patents of 
nobility of that country were in 1869 conferred on the two brothers, one being 
created a Viscount and the other a Baron. A high Portuguese Order 
was also conferred on them. | 

The deceased did not share the communal burdens as regards actual 
Work, but he wasa munificent benefactor of almost every Jewish charity ; 
his private acts of philanthropy knew no bounds, and many a man who has 
made for himself & name in the professions has owed his advancement in 
life tothe material support he received from the Baron. Although, as we 
have said, he was not an active communal worker, he was yet a member of 
the Boards of some of our institutions, the Anglo-Jewish Association 
and the Jews’ Free School. At the time of his death he was a Director 
of the Imperial Bank, the Bank of Roumania, the London and San Fran- 
cisvo Bank, and the Kast London Waterworks Company. He was one of 
rad aan men in England, his fortune being estimated at several millions 

ng, 

Th» Baron was married more than forty years ago to a daughter of 
the late Aaron Asher Goldsmid, brother of Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid. His 
brother, the late Viscouut de Stern, also married a daughter of Mr. Aaron 
Goldsmid. The Baroness, who is still living, bore her husband two song, 
Messrs. Alfred and Herbert de Stern, and two daughters, one of whom is 
married to Sir David L. Salomons, Bart., and the other is single. 


GREAT SYNAGOGUE,—On Sabbath last the Rev. Francis L. Cohen preached at 
the Great Synagogue, and gave an exposition of the story contained in the third 
chapter of Genesis, ‘Living as we do,” said Mr. Cohen, ‘in the midst of a Gentile 
civilisation, we are very apt to become infiltrated, especially through the literature 
of that civilisation, with some un-Jewish theological doctrines,” Thus, for instance, 
the story upon which another religious system almost directly bases itself would 
come to be taken by Jews, quite involuntarily, in the incorrect sense that outsiders, 
to whom both the language and spirit of Scripture were foreign, would read into it. 
Jews believe that when the Bible commands or prohibits, it is gross unfairness to the 
text to twist its meaning from the strict literal sense of the passage. But wherethe 
Bible clothes its teachings in narrative, as in the subject of this sermon, it is equally 
unfair to the text to understand it otherwise than allegorically Emphasising this 
view by reference to ancient Rabbinical dicta, Mr. Cohen proceeded to elucidate the 
text-passage. Man at first lives in a state of childlike innocence, in happy ignorance 
of the distinction between good and evil. But when at length reflection comes into 
contact with impulse, when he begins todiscern between right and wrong ; he leaves 
this innocence, never to return toit. If he continue innocent of good or evil, then 
he may be classed with the savage, who is simply a grown up infant. If all men 
were but adult innocents, then organised society would b2 an impossibility. Thus 
the condition, so lauded by others, of “ man before the fall*’ would not be one for 
civilisation to envy. With years of maturity, there enters the Serpent—the ancient 
symbol for Thought. With exercise of his discernment, man stands a godlike being, 
with knowledge of right and of wrong, and able to exercise choice. Scripture thas 
pictures human nature, but by no means in its fall. Man stands in the paradise of 
innocence, to enjoy without restraint, But if he tastes of the tree of knowledge, he 
becomes godlike, and thinks for himself, free from parents, from teachers, from the 
“spirit of the times,” that is, the thoughts of others, Yet he must pay dearly for 
this precious gift of thought. Innocence must perish at the first taste. The joyous, 


careless, thoughtless Adam dies, and there rises inthis stead an earnest, discerning, —

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA. 


The Melbourne Hebrew congregation held its annual meeting on the 11th ult-— 


From the annual report and statement of income and expenditure, it appears that 
the total receipts were £2,120, and the expenditure £3,500. The entire debt of the 
congregation is about £3,525. Since February in the present year, the school in 
connection with the congregation has been carried on for Hebrew and religious 
instruction only. 

The South Australian Register of the 5th ult. publishes copies of correspondence 
which passed in February, 1846, between Mr. Joseph B. Montefiore and Mr. Gladstone, 
then Secretary of State for the Colonies, in reference to the rumoured intention of 
the Imperial Government to forward to Adelaide the conditionally pardoned convicts 
of Van Diemen's Land. Mr. Montefiore’s representations evidently checked such a 
step, as Western Australia was ultimately selected. The brothers, Mr. Jacob Monte- 
fiore and Mr. Joseph Barrow Montefiore, attended the first meeting for promoting a 
railway in South Australia. It was held at the Guildhall Hotel, London, on April 
6th, 1846, Mr. J. Montefiore was then on the point of leaving England for the Colony, 
and he was requested to arrange for the organisation of a company in South Aus- 
tralia for a railway from Adelaideto the Port. He was one of the first Directors of the 
Savings Bank in Adelaide, and the first Jewish Justice of the Peace. ‘ His portrait 
will be exhibited in the Old Colonists’ Department of the Adelaide Exhibition. 

BELGIUM. 

The Emperor of Brazil paid a visit to the synagogue in Brussels on the 8th 
inst. (Sabbath Chal-Hamoed). His Imperial Majesty was conducted to the warden's 
box, and, with prayer book in hand, attentively followed the service, he being, as is 
well-known, a thorough Hebrew scholar. The Emperor remained upwards of an 
hour and a half. He also visited the Succah, where he held an interesting 
conversation withM. Dreyfuss, the Grand Rabbi, and where he translated with 
extreme ease several Hebrew compositions. ;

The corner stone of the new synagogue of the Spanish and Portuguese congre- 
gation in Montreal was laid on the 22nd ult. The service was conducted by the 
minister, the Rev. Meldola de Sola, assisted by the choir. In an addres: delivered 
by Mr. Louis Davie, the President, he mentioned that for a centary the history of 
their congregation had been the history of Judaism in Britis) North America, for 
it remained the sole s:nagogue during that peroid. After paying an eloquent 
tribute to the late Rev. Dr. de Sola, Mr. Davis presented Mr. Gershorn Joereph with 
a tilver trowel, and invited him to lay the stone. In his address Mr. Joseph gave 
someinteresting data concerning the congrezation, which was first formed in 1776, 
One of its earliest membe's was Aaron Hart, the first Jew who had ever set foot 
in Canada, ani among others who had belonged to their body were such men 
as David David, a founder of the Bank of Montreal, Henry Joseph, the -father of 
J. H.and Jesse Joseph, who was cne of the first to charter sbips direct from 
Europe ; Colonel Franks, Aide-Je-Camp to Genrral Washington, and Ezekiel 
Hart, thrce times a member of Parliament, who secured for the Jews in Canada full 
civil and religious rights. Before laying the stone there were desposited in it a 
number of coins and documett:, earth from Jerusalem, and copies of the Jenish 
Chronicle and other journa's. The Rev. Meldola de Sola then delivered an eloquent 
discouree, taking as his text Genesis vvviii., 22,and in telling words he applied the 
account of Jacob's bow and its fulfilment to the pusition of his congregants, After 
the conclusion of the ceremony the Rev. Mr.de Sola was presented with a hand- 
some silver Kiddush Cup in commemoration of his recent marriage. The gift was 
accompenied by an address, eulogising the revy-gentleman for the zealous manner in 
which he discharges his onerous duties, 


MOROCCO, 


The Zimes correspondent in Paris coincides with the views we expressed last 
week on the importance which a political change in Morocco would have upon the 
situation of the Jews. He says: “ The Jews, who serve as intermediaries between 
the Kabyles, the Arabs, and the scattered Christians, and who also conduct the 
commerce of the ports with Europe, number 300,000. They live everywhere in the 
towns and villages within a reserved circuit, and at the same time exposed to great 
humiliation. They can neither mount a horse nor wear a white turban. They form 
a numerous population, however, and as they are full of resources they will become 
precious auxiliaries when the Powers collectively resolve to attempt the regeneration 
of Morocco, and to bring a peaceful action to bear upon the Arab population.” 

__ A telegram to the Berliner Tageblatt from Tangier states that during the memo- 
rial service held at a church in Tangier in honour of the lately deceased Italian 
Minister, Signor Scovasso, all the Jews who had been present to pay a last tribute 
to their departed friend were expelled fromthe building. The reason for this extra- 
ordinary proceeding was not given. | 


NEW SOUTH WALES. 


A public meeting in connection with the intended Sir Moses Montefiore Jewish 
Home in Sydney was held at the Great Synagogue Chambers on the 18th August, 
under the presidency of Mr. George J. Cohen. The balance sheet submitted to the 
meeting showed that the total amount received in donations was £4,045 ; this 
amount, together with the bequest of £1,000 from the late Hon. L. W. Levy, M.L.C., 
and some small sums, made up a total of £5,166. The Rev. A. B. Davis, by his 
individual efforts, had raised £887; Mrs, L. W. Levy had contributed £250, and 
among those who had furthered the cause of the Home were a London Committee, 
consisting of the Hon. S. A. Joseph, M.L.C., Mr. David Cohen, and Mr. Sigmond 
Hoffnung. After paying for the land selected for the site, some £2,300 was left in 
hand for building and other operations. A letter was read at the meeting from Mr. 


Nahum Barnet, a well-known architect in Melbourne, offering to supply gratuitously 


plans and specifications for the proposed building. The arrangements for the 
erection of the Home were, by a vote of the meeting, left in the hands of the 
Commiitee., 

The Report presented to the annual meeting of the members of the Great 
Synagogue, on the 28th August, stated that a Beth Din for the acceptance of 
proselytes into the Jewish faith had been established in Sydney with the sanction 
of Dr. Adler, and that, as an extension of the principle already sanctioned by the 
members, the announcement of offerings during Divine Service (except memorial 
offerings, and those made when naming children), has been altogether discontinued. 
The income of the congregation during the year amounted to £3,856, and the 
expenditure to £4,163, 

ROUMANIA, 


A Commissioner empowered by the English High Court of Justice to 
take evidence abroad has arrived at Jassy in connection with a disputed 
will case of exceptional interest. In 1861 a Jew, named Jonas Goldenberg, emigrated 
from Jassy in search of afortune. After trying without success in Germany and 
Austria, he made his way at length to Burmah, where he entered the Prime 
Minister’s service. In course of time he won the favour and confidence of the 
sovereign, who entrusted him with high offices of state. He became a rich man, and 
resolved to visit his former home in Roumania. In travelling thither he married a 
young widow in Vienna, but some disagreement between them caused him to return 
to London, where he had stayed on his arrival from Burmah. In London he founded 
a large financial business. At his death he left his wife a life annuity of £500, 
and gave the remainder of his fortune to two charitable institutions in London. This 
latter point is disputed by his family, on the ground that the deceased, being a 
Roumanian subject, was not at liberty, according to the laws of his country, to 
deprive his legal heirs of more than a certain pertion of his fortune. His legal 


heirs are his four brothers and two sisters, who reside at Buzieu, and are all in poor 


circumstances. 
3 RUSSIA. 

he Odessa correspondent of the Daily News writes: About one hundred Jewish 
taantiien canes Seca tha Government of Kieff haye arrived here within the last 
few days from Schmerinka under a special ordinance of the Governor-General of 
Kieff. Another hundred families who have been domiciled in that province since 
1882 have received notices of expulsion, and many of them are already migrating 
in various directions. I am informed by the elders of the Schmerinka Jews, just 
arrived here, that about fifty families of the poorest class of Jews in the province, 
who are of foreign nationality, have received preliminary orders of expulsion from 
the Kieff authorities. They are chiefly Austrians, with young and numerous families, 
‘Their condition is described to me as extremely critical. They are without the 
means to proceed across the frontier, and are being driven from their wretched 
habitations just as the long and severe winter is coming on. These expulsions of 
the Jews are invariably coincident with the immediate approach of winter, I 
remember making an observation on the subject some three years ago to the Pro- 
cureur-General of a western province. He replied, “I do not know that these 
necessarily enforced Jewish immigrations are studiously timed with regard to the 
season, but in my opinion they are happily timed if the inclemency of the season 
should kill off'a few thousands of these Semitic parasites, and pests of our national 
life.’ I am afraid that the inhumanity of official feeling here expressed has 
increased rather than diminished during recent years. Some amelioration of the 
conditions under which the poorer classes of Russian Jews exist was looked to from 
the special Commission on the Jewish question, under the abe prog of Count 
Pahlen, which sat intermittently for three years, and only closed its labours six 
months ago, It seems, however, to have led to nothing. |

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT]. 


ST. PETERSBURGH, 13th OcrT., 1887. 
With regard to the acceptance of Jewish candidates at the High Schools, the 
following data have reached me during the last week or two. At the Jaroslaw 
Juridical Lyceum 186 Jews applied, but only 36 were admitted ; at the Dorpa 
University, out of 75 Jewa (exclusive of Jewish chemists, who this year have not 
been accepted at all), only 7 were accepted; in St. Petersburg 7, and in Kiew 31. 
At the two last named universities the number, according to the proportions per- 
mitted by the Minister of Public Instruction, should have been higher ; but through 
the action of the respective Rectors the proper proportion was not maintaiced. 
These men were not content with proceeding on the lines laid down in the 
Minister's circular, but by adding a couple of words thereto they were able to 
reduce the number of Jews admitted into their seats of learning. At the Uni- 
versity of Odessa, 65 Jews presented themselves, but 9 only were admitted. It is 
the Jewish chemists who everywhere fare the worst. At the St. Petersburg as well 
as the Dorpat University, they have for eome time been no longer accepted ; ths 
same is now the case at the other universities, where, as they had been admitted 
as free attendants at the lectures, the Circular of the Minister of Education did 
not apply, At Moscow 250 Jewish chemists had been inscribed, but they speedily 
received their papers back with the intimation that they should await a special 
order on the subject from the Minister. 
As a reward for services rendered to the State, the following promotions have 
been made :—Dr. Wiiwodzen, Actual State Councillor and Advising Member of the 
Committee of the Chief Military Medical Body, to be Privy Councillor (the second 
Jew of this rank, the other being the famous “ Railway King,” M. Poliakoff), and 
State Councillor, Dr. Kaufmann, editor at the Central Statistical Committee, to be 
Actual Councillor of State; and Dr. Segel, Counsillor of State and Municipal 
Doctor at Kertschew, to be a Knight of the Wladmur O:der, 4th class. 

The recent Ministerial decree, which puts a check on the educational 
progress of the Jews, has at least had one good effect, It has aroused 
the Vowosti, the chief and most widely read liberal organ in Russia from its 
lethargy in respect to the Jewish question. Breaking at length the silence which 
it has maintained for six years, the Novosti has published a series of leading 
articles which lay bare the entire proceedings of Russian Anti-Semitism and the 
crying injustice which has been and is still being infiicted on the Jews. The 
Nowosti was particularly severe on the anti-Jewish press, headed by the Nowoje 
Wremja, and it unsparingly denounced the infamous lies and insinuations with 
which these journals have carried on their propaganda of inflaming the Christian 
people against their Jewish fellow countrymen. Tbe main argument of the 
Nowosti is this : Admitted that among the nearly four millions of Jews in Russia 
there may be some thousands who earn a living by recourse to measures, which, if 
not a violation of the law, are prejudicial to the public welfare ; admitted, more- 
over, that of these thousand many or even all of them misuse their activity by 
exploiting the Christians—which natara'ly bas hitherto not been shown to be the 
case,—yet this would be no jastification for the ill-treatment and severe puoish- 
ment of millions of human beings by depriving them of the rights of citizenship, 
aye, even of the rights of humanity. Punish the guilty as much as you like, but 
spare and allow to live in tranquility the millions of innocent persons. 

Such arguments as these are unanswerable by the anti-Semites, who bave 
therefore sought refuge in fresh calumuies and bise fabrications. The one and 
the other have only served to confirm the views set forth by the Novosti, and the 
discursion on this subject would have been productive of much good, were it not 
that the Censor. it is said by desire of the Minister of Finance has forbidden its 
continuation. The articles in the Vowosti have therefore been stopped, but M, 
Notowitsch, the editor of that journal deserves the warmest thanks not alone of 


Jews, but also of right-thinking Christians for his firm stand in our defence,

DEATH OF BARON DE STERN. 


— 


We deeply regret to announce the death early yesterday (Thursday) 
afternoon, of Baron Hermann de Stern, at his residence, 4, Hyde Park 
Gate. The Baron had been ill about three weeks, but his illness took a 
critical turn a week ago. He was 72 years old. 

By the death ot Baron de Stern, London has }ost one of its leading 
financiers. His popularity was very great, and when the tidings of his 
death reached the city, it caused a great sensation, second perhaps only to 
that occasioned by the death of the late Baron Lionel de Rothschild, Baron 
de Stern was a native of Frankfort, and belonged to a family of some 
standing in that city, but it was solely through his indomitable energy and 
splendid business capacities that he attained the eminent position he held 
in London. Before his thirtieth year he and his brother, the late Viscount 
de Stern, settled in London as financiers, and by degrees the house of Stern 
Brothers, now of 6, Angel Court, rosein repute as one of the most successful 
and respected banking firms in the city. Several important loans have from 
time to time been brought out by the firm, and it was in recognition of services 
rendered tothe Government of Portugal in this capacity that patents of 
nobility of that country were in 1869 conferred on the two brothers, one being 


createda Viscount and the other'a Baron. A high Portuguese Order. 


was also conferred on them. | 


The deceased did not share the communal burdens as regards actual 
work, but he was a munificent benefactor of almost every Jewish charity ; 
his private acts of philanthropy knew no bounds, and many a man who has 
made for himself a name in the professions has owed his advancement in 
life tothe material support he received from the Baron, Although, as we 
have said, he was not an active communal worker, he was yet a member of 
the Boards of some of our institutions, the Anglo-Jewish Association 
and the Jews’ Free School. At the time of his death he was a Director 
of the Imperial Bank, the Bank of Roumania, the London and San Fran- 
cisco Bank, and the Kast London Waterworks Company. He was one of 
wo cig men in England, his fortune being estimated at several millions 

ng. 

Th: Baron was married more than forty years ago to a daughter of 
the late Aaron Asher Goldsmid, brother of Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid. His 
brother, the late Viscouut de Stern, also married a daughter of Mr. Aaron 
Goldsmid. The Baroness, who is still living, bore her hasband two sons, 
Messrs. Alfred and Herbert de Stern, and two daughters, one of whom is 
married to Sir David L. Salomons, Bact., and the other is single. 


GREAT SYNAGOGUE,—On Sabbath last the Rev. Francis L. Cohen preached at 
the Great Synagogue, and gave an exposition of the story eontained in the third 
chapter of Genesis, “Living as we do,” said Mr. Cohen, ‘in the midst of a Gentile 
civilisation, we are very apt to become infiltrated, especially through the literature 
of that civilisation, with some un-Jewish theological doctrines,” .

view by reference to ancient Rabbinical dicta, Mr. Cohen proceeded to elucidate the 
poping cn Man at first lives in a state of childlike innocence, in happy ignorance 
of the distinction between good and evil, But when at length reflection comes into 
— with impulse, when he begins todiscern between right and wrong ; he leaves 
. is Innocence, never to return to it. If he continue innocent of good or evil, then 
e may be classed with the savage, who is simply a grown up infant.
